SECOND, THE measure con­ 

tains the precise language to 
be printed on the election bal­ 
lot, describing the bond issue 
and explaining its purposes. 
Ingeniously, the measure gives 
the bond issue a preferred po­ 
sition on the ballot, ahead of 
iron ' ins passed in 1981, by 
the device of numbering it 
"1A" in the section designat­ 
ing the ballot language.

The bill reached the Senate 
floor the first night of our 
session. Two attempts were 
made to amend it. The first 
would have amended into it 
another Senate bill which 
would have reduced the 
amount of the bond issue to 
8215 million, earmarked en­ 
tirely for the educational insti- 
tutions. The second would have 
specified the amounts to be 
used for the various purposes. 
Both amendments were de­ 
feated, and the bill was passed 
with only two dissenting votes.

IN THE Assembly, four dif­ 
ferent bond bills were intro­ 
duced, none containing the en­ 
tire program in the adminis­ 
tration bill. One would have 
provided a separate bond issue 
for the state operated col­ 
legiate institutions. Two would 
have provided bond funds for 
public junior colleges, but In­ 
different formulas. The last 
would have provided a bond 
Issue for general state building 
purposes.

In its first legislative action, 
the Assembly by a bare ma­ 
jority vote suspended its rule 
requiring a three-day interval 
between thc introduction of i 
bill, or the receipt of one 
passed by the Senate, and its 
first committee hearing.

     
THE HEARING on the Sen­ 

ate bill by the Assembly wayi 
and means committee was 
quite prolonged. After the 
opening itatemcnt by thc au­ 
thor, leveral attempts to 
amend the bill were beaten 
back. Then spokesmen for the 
state institutions of higher 
learning, thc junior colleges, 
and the affected state agencies 
testified as to the acute needs 
for new facilities which can be 
provided if thc bonds arc ap­ 
proved.

After final action by the As­ 
sembly, it will once again be 
up to the voters to decide.
